Dark Hours. 



To all mortal beings, for eorao wiso 
purpose, there are allotted many, many 
dark hours — when they feel incli< cd 
to abandon the boat of enterprises; 
hours whon thoir hoarts' dearost hopes 
appear delusive; hours whon thoy 
feel unequal to tho burdon, and when 
all thoir aspirations soom worthless. 
These dark hours aro tho common lot 
of humanity and none can claim ex- 
emption. But sad and depressing as 
they aro, they oftentimes servo a 
beneficent purpose by proving whether 
wo aro tho current coin or not. As 
man is but an epitome of nations theirs 
is tho samo lot; and wo now as a poo- 
plo aro surroundod by our dark hours 
' Struck down from a prosperity which 
at ono tinio soemod to bavo no limit, 
to a condition which hascortainly little 
to mako it ondurablo, tho pooplo 
have beoomo in some measure 
quorruloup, and inclinod to bo unjust 
to themselves and others. In such 
times tho press is always most sovero- 
ly judged and most severely tried, for 
it is amidst tho complicity and con- 
flict of idoaB most difficult to dotor. 
mine which is its exact lino of duty. 
In allving itsolt with the wants of tho 
people of this Colony, with their 
sufferings and wrongs it cannot, how- 
ever, go astray ; and this paper, in 
Booking at timos to do justico to tho 

some may think, forgotits duties to tho 
people, and nover will. Tho injustice 
of its official martydom, by which its 
revonuos aro exhausted in supporting 
mon who aro not wanted, and in 
xnaintaing dbpartmonts that aro (lis* 
graoeful j the cruelty of its Exocutivo 
apathy by which its material interests 
are allowed to waste away ; tho in-i 
j ustico of looking up its agricultural 
and mineral lands by which they be« 
come valueless, or of rostrioting the 
aotions of those who do attempt their 
development, with obligations which 
rendor them helpless'; tho short-sight- 
ed impositions upon our commerce — 
the irregularity of our mails ; the 
neglect of education ; theao grave 
subjects and a score of othor grievan- 
ces which retard tho return of pros- 
perity have nover been overlooked by 
for ono moment. But tho qus~ 
tion is at present, what is the be t 
policy to adopt so as to obtain tho 
immediate rolief reqnirod ? This is a 
quostion affecting tho intorests of 
everyone To remove our present 
irresponsible form of Government ; to 
compel a chango in tho constitution of 
the legislature, and to reduco tho 
enormous official expenditure aro tho 
three first thingB to bo dono. Towards 
accomplishing this object the press in 
t his Colony can Qglygo so far— that 



attention to our mines as it gradually 
filled up with settlors. But tho groat 
advantage of such an addition would 
bo tho power it would give us here- 
after in framing tho terms of Confed- 
eration, or in completing any othor 
sohomo which may bo carried out for 
tho occupation of this incredibly rich 
territory.

Tno udditioual official expenso to our 
alrcndj' ov-rburthonud exchequer, 
would bo triQirijr until tho Bootlornont 
of tho groat questions pending, or the 
plans for tho future, which aro to ef- 
fect our dostiny, devolop thomsolvoB in 
tho Dominion. The idea of Mr 
Aytoun as to> tho extension of terri- 
tory being injurious, is provod to bo 
faleo by tho success it has mot with 
amongst our neighbors, It was- the 
fallacy of such idoas whioh lost to 
us for ever tho narrow seaboard 
sttotching down from the former lius- 
sian possessions, and which some day 
will ho injurious to our interests. Yet 
at ono tinio that territory could havo 
been obtained on tho most reasonable 
terms. jNaturo intended it to bolong to 
this colony, but it is lost by apathy 
and neglect. Circumstances in tho 
."w',u;-o "Ml aaako-tiu 'and we now 
speak of i\a important to our interests 
and necessities, though from different 
reasonn, as that on the seaboard would 
havo boon ; but from tho want of D 
vigorous administration of cur affairs, 
wo shall possibly lose it also. Most 
certainly BOinofching ought to be dono 
to ascertain the preciso intentions of 
tho .Home Government,

New York, July 22— The new Pacific 
Mail steamer Amorica was launched to- 
day. 

Washington, July 23— The President 
to-day signed tho Tax Bill, accompanied 
by a protest, which was filed w itb. the 
bill. 

Tho President lias nominated H Sinton 
Postmaster for San Francisco. 

Tho Reconstruction Committee added 
Virginia to the bill providing a provisional 
government for Texas. 

Washington, July 23— Later — In the 
Senato Willsou introduced a bill provid- 
ing for a more effective provisional govern- 
ment of Mississippi. 

The bill to facilitate tho establishment; 
of lines of steamers from New York to 
Europe was amended by providing that 
the subsidy paid by tho Postal Depart- 
ment should not exceed $600,000 annually 
t was then passed. 

The Senato thon took np tho bill to 
■protect tho rights of Americans abroad. 
Bnckalew's amendment adopted, that it 
shall ho tho duty of tho President to ex- 
ercise all his powers under tho Constitu- 
tion and laws for the protection of Ameri« 
can citizens abroad, and to report to Con 
gross any case in which justice is denied

Howard offered an amendment, which 
was adopted, tbat the President may bus* 
pend diplomatic intercourse with any 
government doing injustice to American 
citizens abroad. 

In the House, tho Senato's concurrent 
resolution to adjourn on Monday next to 
the third Monday in September was 
adopted by 85 to GO. 

Buffalo, July 23 — Tho Fenian Con- 

duy. Representatives from all parts of the 
country were present. Tho doors wore 
guarded by armed foutinols. 

Baltimore, July 24 — A tremendous rain 
has been falling sinco this morning. A por- 
tion of tho oily has been entirely flooded. 
Tho Maryland Institute is surrounded by a 
sheet of rushing water, which is carrying 
hogsheads, bales cf hay, eto. with it. The 
Uist floors of stores on Frederick end Harrison 
streets are under water and tho merobants 
are compelled to remove their goods to the 
nppor stories. Tho river hns been rising at 
tho rate of two inches per minute since one 
o'clock. Severul streets have been oonverted 
into rushing torrents. City passenger cars 
have been swept from the track on Gay down 
to Harrison streets, with numbers ol passen- 
gars on boaid ; eeveu persons ore reported 
drowned.

It is reporled that Stota- 
pnshi has an army of 200,000 [assisted by 
Boven vessels of war, and is seriously men- 
acing Yoddo. Tha nativas are throwing 
every obstruction in tho way to prevent 
foreigners buying lands thorein according to 
the terms of the treaty stipulation.
